Sir Eenesr in- 
atantly took the only course open te a 
Minister with any just sense of. the dignity 
of ‘his Sovereign and his mission,- and 
absented himeelf from the audience. . This 
explanation of Sir Erxrat 8 arow’s attitude, 
it may be remhrltad, is dl ysufficient. It 
is obvious.that the Chinese, Government 
had offended nore deeply than by a mere 
indiscrect. use of Chinese terms about 
a “barbarian” nation.

The engniry into the fatal collapses of houses 
in Kowloon ity fluid on 18th July Inst was 
resumed ut. ten o'clock yesterday morning, 
Mr. H, L. Donnys, Acting Crown. Solicitor, 
appeared on behalf of the Government, while 
uM H.W. Looker represented the architects, 
Mensrs,” Leigh & Orenge, and Mr. C. D, 
“Wilkitiion the éoniractors, the Loong Cheong 
firm. : foe 
Tam A Ling, of tha Loong Choong contract- 
ing firm, was recylled -The houses on Lot 1,107 
were finished in Mareh, he sail,and those on Lot 
“T.1U8 between Sth April'and 7th May this year. 
Tho most northera wall ou the latter vlock bulged 
out in the foorth moon, which commenced on 
8th May aud finished on Sth June, and the only, 
explanation be could give of its Uniging ‘out 
was that. perhaps tho edgew of the bricks were 
not quite dry, und the workmon were hurrying 
up} the foundations did not sink, This ‘wall 
way partly pulled down and rebuilt, and these 
oporations were completed in the fifth moon— 
from 6th.
